HELIOPOLIS OASES, 


~—_———____ 


BUILDING A TOWN. 


We promised in a previous issue to give 
faller details as to the progress of the work 
which is being actively puranéd in the Abbas- 
sieh Oases by the Cairo Electric Railways and 
Heliopolis Company, and we now propose 
doing 80, In the first place, mantion shonld 
be made of the work of road making. This bas 
been carried on with marvallous rapidity by the 
Société dea Travanx Publica of Cairo and Mr. 
GQ. B. Kerr. In eight months these contractors 
have constrnoted magnificent roads extending 
over ten milys. ‘They include a fine avenne of 
40 metres width which traverses the firat oasis 
the whole of its length, and smaller roads of 
twenty metres width which will be provided 
with bread pavements. All the roads at present 
constracted bave been macademized with very 
hard lime-stone, which was partly quarried in 
the oasis. The important arteries wi!l be served 
by an e'e tric tramway line for which the com- 
psoy hclds the concession, and which will not 
only run through the two oases and connect 
them, bat will end at Abbassieh, the terminus of 
the Cairo Tramway Company's line. The work 
of laying the ling from the oases to Abbaasieh 
hes beeo rapidly progressing, and a large 
portion of the ling has been completed. At 
present workmen are engaged in patting op 
the aerial wiras. Thereoan be no donbt that 
the oases will ba wall connected with Cairo. 
Trains on the eleotrio railway will do the 
joarney from the first oasis to Pont Limoan in 
10 minutes, and from the latter station passen- 
gers may proceed without changing by the 
tramway line to the centre of the capital. 

The company is having a vast hotel built on 
ite land. Tais monument—for monament it will 
be—boilt to the plans of Arobiteot Jaspar, is in 
the hands of Messrs. Padova, Rolin and Co. 
It is semi ciroalar in shape and has a facade 
measuring no less than 185 metres. Couceived 
in the Arab atyle, its lives are of rare elegance. 
One cannot bat ocongratalate the architect, 
whose merita have been more than once re. 
cognixed in Cairo. [he hovel will consist of foar 
floors, three of which hava been completed. It 
will contain five baadred roome, each two 
rooms haviug @ dressing-room and W.C. ; two

The ITALIAN LAKES. 


VENICE is a 5 hours’ journey by rail from 
Milan, and one of the most delightful places 
imaginable to pass a quiet stay. The total 
absence of vehicular trattic strikes one as very 
strange ; no horse, cart, carriage or bicycle is 
to be seen, and yet there is the sound of life 
at every turn. The approach the Venice from 
the Adriatic is unlike that of any other sea- 
port. The town seems to be gradually, like 
Aphrodite, born of the sea, no hills behind, no 
stretches of rock, but first the tops of Cam- 
paniles appéar above the horizon, then slowly 
the whole glittering town rises like a fairy 
inirage out of the calm lagoon.
